General Description. 


the British Ismpire, the seat of its Government, 

and the centre of its commerce, is a city and sea- 
port on the river Thames, about sixty miles westward of 
the sea. The cities of London and Westminster, the 
boroughs of Tinshbery, Marylebone, Tower Ifalmets, 
Hackney, Chelsea, ¢ outhwark, and Lambeth, and the 
adjoining suburban i owns, villages, and hamlets, are all 
united in one great metropolis, containing more than 
three and a half mil ‘ons of inhabitants, and constituting 
by far the most exte isive, concentrated, and important 
centre of population, wealth, and commerce in the world: 
Southwark, Lambeth, and some of the minor metropolitan 
districts, are situated on the southern bank of the Thames, 
in the county of Surrey; but the great mass of the metro- 
polis stands on the northern bank, in the county of 
Middlesex. 

The government of the City of London is vested in 
the Corporation, consisting of a Lord Mayor ; twenty-six 
Aldermen (the Lord Mayor being one); two Sheriffs, for 
London and Middlesex conjointly ; the Common Council- 
men of the several wards, 206 in number; and a Livery, 
assisted by the Recorder, Chamberlain, and a number of 
other officers. 

The metropolitan boroughs include Westminster, Mary- 
lebone, Finsbury, Tower Hamlets, Chelsea, Hackney, 
Lambeth, Greenwich, and Southwark, each returning two 
members to Parliament. 
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The streets are well lighted, but their unsystematic 
B arrangement must puzzle as well as interest strangers, 
m@ and their nomenclature will also amuse. 

Loyalty and nobility are evidenced by the number of 
} strects and squares throughout the great metropolis 
PF named King, Queen, Prince, Princess, Crown, Gloucester, 
Cambridge, Clarence, Bedford, Portland, Lansdowne, 
' Clarendon, &c. 

Heroism is likewise commemorated in the thoroughfares 
called Waterloo, Blenheim, Trafalgar, and Wellington. 

Then again, Christian names are very numerous, viz., 
Victoria, Albert, Adelaide, George, John, [lzabeth, 
edward, Jrederick, &c. 

Religious names are remembered by the well-known 
Paternoster Row, Amen Corner, Ave Maria Lane, Provi- 
dence and JFabernacle Rows, Providence Street, Mitre 
Court, Dean's Yard, and numerous places named Trinity ; 
so, What with these, and the monastic titles of Crutched- 
friars, Austinfriars, Whitefriars, and Blackfriars, and the 
almost countless numbers of saints and angels, religion is 
well represented. 

Paganism and ancient mythology also claim attention 
in Neptunes, Minervas, and Dianas. England's patroness, 
ritannia, with the mythical Scottish goddess, Caledonia, 
are also included in this category. 

some thoroughfares have zoological appellations, such 

Pas Llephant, Lamb, Cow, Bear, Lion, Eagle, Sparrow, 
Dove, Drake, Duck, Tish, and the fabulous Mermaid. 
” Pudding Lane, Old Pie Corner, Vinegar Yard, Sugar- 
B loaf Court, Bread Street, Beer Street, Milk Street, and 
B Pine-apple Place, besides Lemon and Orange Streets, are 
well known. 

There are Walls, Ways, Pavements, Courts, and 
& Streets; and the numerous Alleys, lanes, and Acres are 
: denominated both broad and narrow, long and short. 
Other thoroughfares have no doubt been suggested 
| from their shape and size. 

In addition to these, there are Ovals, Crescents, and 
Circuses. 

Many localities derive their names from special trades ; 
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viz., Butchers, Fishmongers, Weavers, Tronmongers, 
Barbers, Dyers, Ropemakers, Saddlers, Stonccutters, and 
Bootmakers. 

The catalogue would be incomplete without mentioning 
the streets called after the ancient portals of the City: 
Moorgate, Aldersgate, Bishopsgate, Ludgate, Aldgate, 
and Newgate. 

The houses in London are commonly four stories in 
height ; rarely Jess than three. ‘They are not by any 
means elegant, but rather dingy in appearance, except in 
the West lend and more modern suburbs, where the archi- 
tectural outlines are superb. The chief business locality 
is in the City proper, with the Kast Jend, or port, while 
the finest streets, houses, and shops are to be found at the 
West lind. 

Brick buildings largely predominate, owing to the 
great scarcity of stone here; but the Continental marbles, 
Xc., are used largely in all the public edifices. The great 
beauty of London ts in its many squares, large open spaces 
being left free for passengers, and the inner parts enclosed 
with iron railings, laid out with walks, and planted with 
shrubs, in the very midst of populous districts. The 
squares are only excelled in beauty by the parks; Re- 
gent’s Park alone, with its terraces and buildings, being 
of the utmost extent and magnificence. The 


detached villas, with ornamental gardens, which stretch in 
some directio:.s so far beyond the ordinary limits of the 
metropolis as to appear almost interminable. 

Krom the Surrey Division, which is chiefly occupied by 
manufacturing establishments and private dwellings, ex- 
tend a great number of sireets towards Walworth, Ken- 
nington, Clapham, Brixton, &c.; and in these directions 
lie some of the most pleasant spots in the environs of the 
metropolis. 

Of the Churches of London, St. Paul's Cathedral and 
Westminster Abbey are the most conspicuous and most 
splendid. St. Dunstan-in-the-East; St. Michael, in Corn- 
hill; St. Stephen, in Walbrook; St. Mary Aldermary, in 
Bow Lane; St. Mary, in Cheapside; St. Bride, in Fleet 


outskirts of 
the town, on all sides, comprise long rows or groups of 
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Street; St. Martin-in-the-Fields; and St. George's, 
IIanover Square; are some of the other churches most 
distinguished for fine architecture. There are likewise 
numerous chapels for the Established Church, foreign 
Protestant churches, Roman Catholic chapels, meeting- 
houses for Dissenters of all persuasions, and several large 
Jewish synagogues. 

The Palace of St. James’s, facing the southern end of 
St. James’s Strect, is a very ancient building, but the 
exterior is mean-looking; and its spacious State apart- 
ments, best calculated for regal display of any in the 
kingdom, are only called into requisition when a Levee or 
Drawing-room is held by the Queen or the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. : 

The Royal residence, however, 1- Buckingham Palace, 
at the Western extremity of St. fames’s Park, where 
Buckingham House originally stood. 

zAmony the public buildings whch deserve notice are 
Westminster Tall, containing the Supreme Courts of 
Justice, and adjoining are the new and splendid Tlouses 
of Parliament; the Guildhall of the City; the Sessions 
House ; the Tower (an ancient fortress), in which are some 
public offices, a magazine, and arsenal, the regalia of the 
United Kingdom, &c.; the Trinity House and the Mint, 
on Tower Hill; the Horse Gruards, Admiralty, and the 
Treasury, at Whitehall; Somerset House, in the Strand ; 
the British Museum; the Royal Exchange; the General 
Post Office; the Bank of England; the Custom House ; 
the Ikxcise Office ; the Mansion House (the official resi- 
dence of the Lord Mayor); the Monument (erected in 
commemoration of the great fire of London in 1666); and 
the many beautiful and costly bridges spanning the 
Thames. There are also the numerous Inns of Court for 
the study of the Law; King’s College and the London 
University ; the noble scholastic foundations of West- 
minster, Christ’s Ilospital, the Charterhouse, Merchant 
Taylors’, St. Paul’s, &c.; besides the various extensive 
hospitals, scientific and charitable institutions, learned 
societies, the halls of the different trading companies, the 
splendid club houses and hotels, the theatres and other

places of public amusement; with fine squares and streets, 
too numerous to mention. 

One of the most noted thoroughfares is Pall Mall, in 
which are located Marlborough House (the residence of 
the Prince of Wales,; St. James’s Palace; the Army and 
Navy, United Service, Athenwum, Travellers’, Retorm, 
Carlton, Junior Carlton, (vuards’, and the Oxford and 
Cambridge University Clubs, besides many other public 
buildings of note. 

Nell Gwynne dwelt on the south side of Pall Mall from 
1671 to her death, in 1687. Sir Walter Scott also had 
apartments at No. 25 in this strect. 

Near its castern catremity is Waterloo Place, a short 
broad thoroughtare, lined with noble mansions, leading 
southwards to the “Mall.” In this locality stands the 
elegant column dedicated to the late Duke of York, and 
the Gruards’ Memorial. 

In the whole of this vicinity—namely, “the West 
Tend,” as it is called—the buildings assume an exceedingly 
IMposing aspect. 

Regent Street runs northwards about a mile, forming 
the handsomest street in the metropolis. It contains on 
both sides some of the most splendid shops in London, 
several being decorated in a style of extraordinary 
magnificence, and during the busy season, and, even 
in the winter months, exhibits a large concourse of 
fashionable vehicles and fuot-passengers ; while groups of 
carriages are drawn up at the doors of the principal shops. 

Towards its upper extremity, Regent Street crosses 
Oxford Sucet; and the mass of streets west of it, through- 
out its length, may be said to include the residences of the 
greater part of the nobility and other high classes in the 
metropolis, 

In this quarter are Old and New Bond Streets, and a 
number of the principal squares: Hanover, Grosvenor, 
and Berkeley Squares on the south of Oxford Street ; and 
Cavendish, Manchester, Portman, and Bryanston Squares 
on the north. 

Piccadilly, bounded partly by the Green Park, leads 
from Hyde Park to Regent Street, and contains Burlington 
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House ‘see illustration on page 5,, in which the annual 
exhibitions of the Royal Academy now take place, St. 
James’s Hall, and many important buildings. 

The University of London, erected in 1869, is a hand- 
some edifice in the rear of New Burlington Louse. 

Several fine old streets Icad out of this fashionable 
locality. At the corner of Park Lane and Piccadilly 1s 
Gloucester House, the residence of the Duke of Cambridge. 

Lady Hamilton resided in Half-Moon Street at the 
time of Lord Nelson’s death. At the corner of Stratton 
Street and Piccadilly is one of the mansions of the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts; and = Berkeley, Albemarle, 
Sackville, Swallow, Arlington, and St. James's Streets 
contain many handsome private residences, besides a 
number of execlHent shops. 

Before railways were so gencral throughout the country 
the “White Horse Cellar,” in Piccadilly, was the starting- 
point for many of the stage-coaches ; and within the last 
few years some noblemen and gentlemen have revived the 
pleasant recollections of the olden time by running four- 
horse coaches to Brighton and other places during the 
summer months, and having fired their head-quarters at 
the “White Jlorse Cellar,” this famous old house has 
partly recoverd its original character. 

The West Iind of London is beautified and rendercd 
healthy by extensive parks, all affording ample scope for 
amusement and exercise to those resident in their vicinity ; 
viz., Ilyde Park, lying between the roads extending west- 
ward from Piccadilly and Oxford Street, with Nensington 
Gardens at its western boundary; St. James's Park, 
stretching trom Whitehall to Buckingham Palace, with the 
Green Park attached to the south side of Piccadilly, and 
the Regent's Park situated to the north of Portland Place, 
with its vast area, including the gardens of the Zoological, 
Botanical, and Toxopholite Societies. 

Kegent’s Park, St. John’s Wood, and Maida Vale, 
north-western districts, contain a large number of hand- 
some residences, inhabited mostly by the opulent middle 
class. This neighbourhood offers great advantages to 
both residents and strangers. Several Flower Shows are 
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held in Regent’s Park during the summer, andare largely #4 

and fashionably attended; on which occasions the best 3 a

Oxford Street, running parallel with Piccadilly, is onc & ge. 
of the longest continuous streets in London, and has an : 
uninterrupted succession of fine shops on both sides 
throughout its line. In addition to those already named, 
there are several good old squares north of Oxford Street ; 
viz., Bedford, Tavistock, Russell, and Bloomsbury, in 
which are the abodes chiefly of the legal profession and 
merchants; and the pristine grandeur of these parts is 
still maintained by their inhabitants, notwithstanding the § ° @ 
increasing flow of rank and fashion to the West End. All 8 ti 
these squares have gardens enclosed, and offer a very § 
pleasant retreat for families residing in them. 
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High Ilolborn is the continuation of Oxford Street 
toward the City. 

Many of the Inns of Court are in the vicinity of Holborn. 
They are Gray’s Inn, Furnival’s Inn, Thavies Inn, Staple 
Inn, and Barnard’s Inn. The most important of these is 
Gray’s Inn, and an interesting circumstance connected 
with its gardens is the fact that so late as 1633 from 
thence could be obtained a fine view of Highgate and 
JJampstead. 

Barnard’s Inn was nearly destroyed by one of those 
nocturnal acts of incendiarism too frequent at the time of 
the (rordon riots in 1780. Bedford Row, on the north side 
of Holborn, leads into several streets, chiefly consisting of 
solicitors’ chambers. (reat Ormond Street, Queen’s 
Square, and Southampton Kow are adjacent. In this 
direction off Holborn is Ely Place, where the Bishop of 
‘ly’s Palace, a splendid residence, surrounded by mag- 
nificent large gardens, was formerly situated. The episcopal 
residence of the Bishops of that See was removed to Dover 
Strect, Piccadilly, in 1772. Jély Place is now chiefly occu- 
pied by solicitors and manufacturing jewellers. Another 
busy street leading off the north side of llolborn is Hatton 
Garden, where resided the beautiful Countess of Drogheda, 
who about 1680 contracted, under peculiar circumstances, 
a marriage with Wycherley, the wit and dramatist, This 
street is now the principal street of opticians, working 
jewellers, and watch manufacturers. Brook Street and 
Gray’s Inn Lane run parallel with Hatton Garden, the 
former being particularly interesting as the spot where 
poor Chatterton destroyed himsclf with poison in 1770, 
when less than eighteen years of age. The site of the 
house in which Chatterton died is now occupied by a fur- 
nishing warehouse. He was interred in the burying- 
ground of Shoe Lane workhouse. 

About the middle of the eighteenth century, during his 
troubles, D1. Johnson lived in Gray’s Inn, and Lord Bacon, 
when degraded, lived in this neighbourhood. | 

letter Lane, one of the narrow thoroughfares leading 
from Holborn into Fleet Street, claims an importance from 
the fact of the celebrated John Dryden, Poet Laureate in 
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the reign of Charles the Second, having lived there. It is 
now mostly peopled by shopkeepers of different kinds. 

The Holborn Viaduct, one of the many engineering 
enterprises of the present time, extends eastward from 
JTatton Garden. 

The very ancient religious edifice, St. Sepulchre’s 
Church, stands at the north-east corner, and is said to 
have been originally built about the year 1100. It was 
one of the churches destroyed during the great fire of 1066, 
but restored under Sir Christopher Wren in 1670, and 
has since been extensively altered and repaired. Queen 
Ilizabeth’s celebrated tutor, Koger Ascham, lies buried in 
St. Sepulchre’s Church. Ife appears to have possessed 
singularly antithetical tastes; for we have him deseribed 
as an elegant scholar of great classical attainments, but 
with a strong passion for cock-fighting. 

In 1612 an annual sum of 26s. 8d. was left by one 
Robert Don, a merchant tailor, for the delivery of a sermon 
to the condemned criminals in Newgate on the night 
previous to execution. The singular custum of presenting 
every criminal from the steps of St. Sepulchre’s with a 
nosegay on his way to Tyburn, the old place of execution, 
existed up to about seventy years since. 

The prison of Newgate is at the opposite corner of the 
Old Bailey, and within its grim walls many persons of 
note have ended their days. 

The Gordon riots broke out about the time this massive 
building was completed in 1780, and the furious mob set 
fire to it, and reduced it to a heap of ruins, thus effectine 
the release of the prisoners. Lord George Gordon, the 
instigatur of these disturbances, died within the walls of 
the restored prison thirteen years later. 

There are several interesting spots near Newgate. In 
Ivy Lane, a little street leading to St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
Dr. Johnson founded a convivial and literary club, and 
presided it its meetings for several years. Ilere this 
famous man often drowned in the society of his friends the 
sad reflections he was a prey to when alone. 

The club was held at a celebrated beef-steak house called 
the King’s Ilead. 
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The Old Bailey, a narrow street leading from Neweate 
to Ludgate Lill, has for centuries been the sccne of many 
remarkable trials of both celebrated and notorious cha- 
racters. Here the highwayman, Jack Sheppard, and 
Jonathan Wild, received their sentence of death in 1724 
and 1725; and Dr, Dodd, for forgery, in 1777; the assassin 
of Mr. Percival, in the Touse of Commons, 1812, with many 
other criminals of note, were condemned to death in this 
dreary region, The focalities still maintain their former 
dingy aspect. 

Old Smithfield is a short distance north of Newgate, 
and very fow spots in the City present, from its strangely- 
varied and eventtul history, deeper interest. 

Here, as carly as the fourteenth century, tournaments 
were held with vorgeous splendour, Vhe patriot, Sir 
William: Wallace, perished in this place. ‘The celebrated 
Bartholomew lair was held in Smititicld annually, until 
within the last few years. Many well-known historical 
personages have suffered martyrdom on this spot; and 
these frightful horrors continued even after Protestantism 
ruled in England. 

One of the most notable events which have occurred in 
smithficld was the interview between the youthful King 
Richard the Second and the rebel, Wat Tyler, at which the 
latter met his death by the hands of Sir William Walworth, 
the then Lord Mayor of London, who stabbed him with a 
dayger, which circumstance gave risc to the insertion of 
the bloody dagger in the City arms. 

st. Bartholomew's Church and St. Bartholomew’s 
lfospital are in Smithfield. 

The Cattle Market formerly held in Smithficld has been 
removed to the Caledonian Road, Islington, and the 
greater part of the site is now occupicd by the Meat 
Market. A Poultry Market also adjoins. Another portion 
of the site is occupicd by the Great Western Railway 
City Goods Terminus. 

Leaving the east end of WTolborn, and passing Newgate 
on our right, we get into Newgate Street, thus approaching 
the heart of the City. Christ Church stands a little way 
olf the strect, and is one of the most ancient City churches. 
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It has splendid monuments to the memory of many cele- 
brated men; but the fine old building was sacrificed to the 
fanaticism existing during the days of the Reformation. 

The present edifice, the work of Sir Cristopher Wren, 
was commenced about the close of the seventeenth century. 
The well-known institution, Christ’s Hospital, or Blue- 
coat School, was founded by Ising Edward VI., in 1553, 
on the site of the Monastery of Greyfriars, and gives a 
high-class education to a large number of boys, who are 
admitted to the school free, under specified conditions. 
The pupils are easily distinguishable from their singular 
dress and not wearing any covering for the head, although 
each is provided with a round flat cap. The dress is said 
to be that of the citizens of London in the 10th century. 

The present occupants of the premises in Newgate 
Street are engaged in a variety of trades, such as Berlin 
wool and fancy warchousemen, carpet manufacturers’ 
avents, Ac. 

A. short distance northwards of the eastern extremity of 

Newgate Street is the Charterhouse, and there is probably 
hot a spot in all London that has been the scene of such 
horrors, from the enormous number of people buried there 
during the fearful plague of 1330. Queen Elizabeth 
remained several days at the Charterhouse on her accession 
to the throne in 1558, and it was a favourite resort of the 
unfortunate Duke of Norfolk, who rebuilt most of the 
modern edifice, and whose death-warrant was signed by 
his kinswoman, Queen Itlizabeth. 
Almost without exception, Sir ‘J homas Sutton’s endow- 
ment of this ancient foundation is the most  princcly 
benefaction on record. ‘This great philanthropist attained 
to a high position under Government, and, it is said, 
commanded in person a battery at the siege of Edinburgh 
Castle in 1573. 

The Charterhouse School is now removed to their new 
buildings at Godalming, in Surrey, and the old buildings 
and property have been purchased by the Merchaut 
Tailors’ Company, on which they have erected a handsome 
edifice for their school, although many of the old parts 
of interest still remain.

Oliver Cromwell was appointed Governor in 1652, and 
his son Richard held the same post in 1658. 

Many illustrious men have been pupils at the Charter- 
house School; including Sir William Blackstone, author 
of the “Commentaries; Addison and Stecle; John Wesley, 
the founder of the Wesleyan body; the eminent historians 
of Greece, George Grote and Bishop Thirlwall, both 
scholars together under Dr. Kaine; Lord Chicf Justice 
I:}enborough (buried in the chapel); General Sir Henry 
Havelock (called in the School “ Old Philos’); William 
Makepeace Thackeray, the accomplished novelist; John 
Leech, the celebrated artist; and the late Sir Charles 
Eastlake, President of the Royal Academy. 

To these may be added the names of a few more eminent 
men, who were old scholars, viz., Lord Dalhousie, Mr, R. 
C. Jebb, public orator at Cambridge; Mr. M. I. Tupper, 
Mr. Bernal Osborne, and others, 

Ientering Cheapside from Newgate Street, the General 
Post Office is on the left hand, and St. Paul’s and its 
Churchyard within sight on the right, whilst the famous 
Bow Church is situated about midway down on the south 
side. Che ipside is the principal thoroughfare in the City 
proper, and is closely lined with shops, warehouses, offices, 
and dining-rooms. On cach side narrow streets diverge 
into the dense mass behind; lronmongcer Lane, King Street, 
Milk Street, and Wood Street, on the north; and among 
others Queen Strect, Bow Lane, Bread Street, [riday Street, 
and Old Change on the south. The back thoroughfares 
are occupied chiefly by general dry goods warchousemen. 
This historic district rivalled Smithfield with its tourna- 
ments in the olden time, and we read of a sanyuinary fight 
having taken place here in 1339, between the rival com- 
panies of the Skinners and I‘ishmongers. Seven of the 
ringleaders were hanged in Cheapside, without a trial. 
During Wat Tyler’s ‘rebellion many persons were be- 
headed by the mob at the Standard in Cheapside, where 
executions took place in ancient times. 

Here also was the scene of the celebrated riots on the 
ist of May, 1517, arising from a jealousy cherished by 
English workmen against strangers, whom they accused 
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of impoverishing the people, and the affair culminated in 
the destruction of houses and warchouses, with the 
subsequent execution of thirteen offenders. 

Sir Christopher Wren lived at one time in Cheapside. 

Cowper’s “John Gilpin” had a linendraper’s shop in 
this street, near to Paternoster Row. 

Many of the streets leading out of Cheapside posscss 
equal historic interest. 

In Milk Street the Dukes of Buckingham used to reside. 
The immortal Milton was born in his father’s house in Milk 
Street, which shared the fate of many others during the 
great fire of 1666. 

The Mermaid Tavern stood in Bread Strect, and the 
famous Mermaid Club numbered among its members some 
of the most eminent literary characters of the day. Sir 
Walter Raleigh frequently took the chair at its meetings 
in the company of such celebrated men as Shakspeare, 
Beaumont, and Ben Jonson, “whose flashes of wit and 
merriment were wont to set the whole table in a roar.” 

Cheapside of the present day consists chicfly of large 
warehouses, shops, dining-rooms, &c. 

Irriday Street is parallel with Bread Street; and Wood 
Street nearly opposite, with the old tree at its corner, on 
the site of the ancient church of St. Peter’s, destroyed in 
the great fire. A very old tavern, called the “ Cross Keys” 
(now used as a booking office), stood in this street a little 
way down from Cheapside, until within the last few years. 
lkoth these streets are now full of wholesale warchousemen 
and commission agents. 

At the north end of King Street is the Guildhall of the 
City of London, where the principal municipal business is 
conducted. | 

This noble building, from its solidity and strength, 
combated, with comparative success, the raging flames of 
1666. The Guildhall has been the scene of many famous 
trials, and the names of Lady Jane Grey, the Earl of Surrey, 
and other celebrated pcrsonages, figure in history as 
having stood at its bar. King William and Queen Mary 
were entertained at the Guildhall in 1689, and George III. 
in 1764; but those festivities were exceeded in cost and 
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magnificence by the great Peace Banquet of 1814, at which 
the Prince Regent, the Iempcror of Russia, and the King 
of Prussia were present. The value of the plate uscd on 
this great occasion is said to have been about £ 200,000. 

The Poultry joins Cheapside at its eastern extremity, 
and contains some fine modern edifices. It is a point of 
convergence for several important thoroughfares leading to 
different parts of the metropolis. IIcre is the Mansion I[ouse, 
the official residence of the Lord Mayor. The prgximate 
streets of note are Cornhill, withthe Royal I:xchange,,on 
its north side; Threadneedle Street, on which stood the 
South Sea House, famous in the last century for one of the 
most disgraceful bubbles ever known; Lothbury, with the 
Dank of England on its south side, and containing several 
large banking establishments; Throgmorton Street, the 
principal locality for stock and share brokers, and New 
and Old Broad Strects. 

Proceeding further into the City, a perfect maze of 
streets 18 presented, and so crowded in the day-time, that 
progress seems impossible. 

J.eadenhall Street is a continuation of Cornhill, going 
eastward; Lombard Street, the great centre of City bank- 
ing, lies south of Cornhill. 

King William Street leads in a southerly direction 
from the Bank to London ridge. There are several im- 
portant thoroughfares eastward of King William Street, 
including Eastcheap, a celebrated spot in ancient times, 
and associated with the names of Sir John Falstaff and 
IIenry V., when Prince of Wales, who used to hold their 
revels at the Boar’s Head Tavern, an old house of enter- 
tainment in Eastcheap, destroyed in the great fire ot 
september, 1666. 

In this vicinity stands the Monument, on Fish Street 
Wiill, erected, in 1671-77, under the superintendence of Sir 
Christopher Wren, to commemorate the great fire of 1666. 
Its height 1s 202 feet; the top being reached by means of 
a large winding staircase of 346 steps. Admission 3d. 

Gracechurch, Fenchurch, Tower, and Lower Thames 
Streets are in this locality; the latter containing Billings- 
gate, the largest I-ish Market in the world, and the Custom 
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House. Pudding Lane is celebrated as the spot where the 
great fire originated. 

Returning westwards from the Mansion House by the 
new thoroughfare called Queen Victoria Strect, and passing 
through Cannon Street and Ludgate Hill, we cross at the 
junction of lfarringdon and New Bridge Streets into Fleet 
Street, the principal thoroughfare from St. Paul’s to West- 
minster, and containing some of the oldest Banking Houses 
in London, at one of which, founded in the time of Charles 
[., the account of Nell Gwynne was kept. 

St. Bride’s Church, Fleet Street, has one of the most 
beautiful steeples in London, the work of Sir Christopher 
Wren, 

Milton, on his return from Italy, in 1642, resided in St. 
Bride’s Churchyard, and supervised the studies of his two 
nephews. 

in Gough Square, Ileet Street, Dr. Johnson lived and 
prosecuted his literary labours for nearly ten years. At 
this period he suffered from hypochondriacism and real 
poverty, as evidenced by his frequent appeals to friends 
for assistance. He died in Bolt Court. 

In Wine Office Court, lect Street, Oliver Goldsmith 
resided, and underwent many vicissitudes. On one occa- 
sion Dr, Johnson relieved his necessities by selling for him 
his MSS. of the “ Vicar of \Wwakefield’”’ to a bookseller for 
a handsome sum. 

The Mitre, Devil, and Rainbow Taverns stood in ]lect 
strect, and were frequented by the great lexicographer, 
but have long ceased to exist. The site of the latter is 
occupied by a tavern of the same name. 

The old leet Prison occupied a site on the cast side of 
larringdon Street, and was twice destroyed, first by the 
great fire in 1066, and then by the Gordon rioters in 1780, 
but rebuilt, and finally taken down, after nearly eight 
centuries existence. In this most unlikely of places mar- 
riage ceremonies were performed by clergymen of doubt- 
ful character whilst undergoing imprisonment for debt. 
This custom prevailed to such an extent that in four 
months during 1704-5 nearly 3,000 marriages were solem- 
niscd within the walls of Ilect Prison. Great misery was 
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entailed from the facilitice afforded here fur these hasty 
marriages. 

The Temple, on the south side of I'‘leet Street, a short way 
cast of Temple Bar, extends to the banks of the Thames. 

Temple Bar, dividing [leet Street and the Strand, aud 
marking the boundary of “the City” in this direction, 
is now reached, It was through the ancient gateway 
which then existed that Idward the Black Prince passed 
when making his triumphal entry into Westminster after 
the Battle of Poictiers. It was also through Temple Dar 
that IIenry V. marched after the Battle of Agincourt. 
Anne Boleyn, and twenty-five years subsequently, her 
daughter, Queen [lizabeth, were received at Temple Bar 
amidst great rejoicings. At the Duke of Wellington's 
funeral, November 18, 1852, Temple Bar was completely 
draped in black cloth, velvet, and cloth of gold, and appro- 
priately ornamented with the armorial bearings and orders 
of the Duke, giving a gloomy grandeur to the scene, as 
the solemn procession moved slowly through the archway. 
It has always becn customary, whena sovereign pays a 
visit to the City, to close the gates until admission 1; 
demanded by a grand flourish of trumpets, and an 
announcement made that the sovereign is approaching. 

None of these great occasions ever manifested more 
sivnificantly the decp-rooted loyalty of the British nation 
to the throne than the Thanksgiving Day forthe recovery 
of the present Prince of Wales, which was held in J’ebru- 
ary, 1872. The procession throughoat the entire line of 
the route to St. Paul’s met with the most enthusiastic 
reception, and Temple Bar was again the scene of the 
ancient ceremony. 

The barbarous practice of fixing on poles, and exhibit- 
ing on the top of Temple Bar, th: heads of those who 
espoused the cause of the Stuarts, continued for many 
vears after the rebellion. The last of these poles was not 
removed until carly in the present century. 

The new Law Courts, now being erected, of which an 
illustration is given of the proposed architectural elevation, 
will occupy the site on the north side of Iast Strand, 
near Temple Bar. 
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The Strand is continuous westward with Fleet Street. 
In the seventeenth century it was a kind of country road 
connecting the City with Westminster, having on its south 
side a number of noblemen’s residences, with gardens and 
terraces down to the Thames, The grandest of these was 
erected, in 1349, hy Protector Somerset, on the site of 
Somerset Ilouse, towards the eastern extremity of the 
Strand, and was famous for its magnificent gardens, This 
property, for many ‘years the residence of the Queens of 
Imnoland, was demolished about one hundred years avo, 
and the site is now occupied by (rovernment Offices. 

In Norfolk Street resided William Penn, the great 
Pennsylvanian Jegislator, and Peter the Great, when he 
first arrived in Eneland. 

In Howard Street lodged Mrs, Bracegirdle, the ccle- 
brated actress, and one of the most fascinating women of 
her day. 

York Tlouse, formerly the residence of the Bishops of 
Norwich, was one of the most splendid mansions in the 
Strand, Tere Lord Bacon lived in great luxury until com- 
pelled in May, 1621, to deliver up the great seals at the 
demand of the Peers. 

The magnificent palace of the Savoy, dating from about 
the thirteenth century, stood on the site now occupied by 
Wellington Street and Lancaster Place. ere John, Ning 
of brance, was detained prisoner by Edward the Black 
Prince after the Battle of Poictiers in 1356, and died in 
130}. Phis palace was demolished by the rebels under 
Wat Tyler, on June 12, 1381, and remained in ruins until 
rebuilt by Henry VIL. in 1505. Savoy Prison, the west 
end of the old palace, was used as a prison for deserters up 
to rsto, when the building was taken down to form the 
approach to Waterloo Bridge. The interior of the Chapel 
of St. Mary-le-Savoy was destroyed by fire in 1864, but 
has since been carefully restored at the expense of Queen 
Victoria. 

In Isssex Street Dr. Johnsen originated a club at the 
Iessex Head Tavern the year before he died, and here also 
was the Robin llood Society, a debating club, of which 
Burke and Goldsmith were members. 
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The Adelphi is a series of streets, at the back of the 
houses on the south side of the Strand, extending east and 
west fron Adam Street to Buckingham Street, and fronting 
the Phames. In Adelphi Terrace Garrick resided for some 
time, and died on January 20, 1779. 

The buildings for the new Mint are to be erected in this 
neighbourhood, between the Savoy and Adelphi ‘Terrace. 

Qn the north side of the Strand, near the Adelphi 
theatre, is a narrow passage, called [exchange Court, off 
which stands the Vhatched [fouse, an ancient house of 
entertainment: and, until recently, an inseription told us 
that this was formerly the dairy of Nell Gwynne. 

In the Strand is the old private banking firm of Messrs. 
Coutts and Co., and shops of every description abound, 

This locality 1s also prolitic of private hotels, situated 
in streets leading to the river, and probably not surpassed 
my London for convenience and comfort at very moderate 
charges, Several of the best theatres and other places of 
amusement are in the Strand and vicinity. 

Charing Cross, at the western extremity of the Strand, 
is an open space anciently oceupied by the village of 
Cherringe.  PTlere is the equestrian statue of Charles 1. 

Trafalyar Square, north of Charing Cross, contains 
the Church of St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, the National 
Ciallery, and the great Nelson Column, supported at its 
base by Landseer’s celebrated lions. 

In a southerly direction is the region of Whitehall, 
opposite the Tlorse Cruards, with its splendid) Banquctiny 
Hlall, the only remains of Whitehall Palace, destroyed by 
fire in the reion of William TILl. In this locality are the 
principal Government offices and official residences, in- 
cluding the Prime Minister's mansion in Downing Strect. 

Still bearing southward, we reach Westminstcr, with the 
TIouses of Parhament, Westminster Hall, and, opposite, 
Westminster Abbey, which, as an ecclesiastical structure, 
ranks next in importance to St. Paul's Cathedral. West- 
ward, througn Great George Street, is St. James’s Park, 
extending to Buckingham Palace. 

The Thames Embankment, extending from Westminster 
to Blackfriars on the Middlesex side of the Thames, is a 
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solid river wall of stone, cight feet in thickness, and forty 
feet in height. The roadway is roo feet wide, and under- 
neath it are two passages or tunnels, one for the great 
sewer, and the other for the gas pipes and telegraphic wires, 
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The Metropolitan District Railway runs parallel with the 7 
Embankment. Similar improvements have been made at bul 
Lambeth and Chelsea; and the buildings on the forme:, ay 


comprising St. Thomas's Hospital, from theif# command- 
ing site and grand elevation, cannot fail to attract 
the attention of the stranger passing up or down the 
Thames. 

London, with regard to ve circumstance of navigation, 
is so situated on the Thames, and has such extensive docks, 
as to possess every advantage that can be derived from a

seaport without its dangers, ‘Thus London ranks as the 
most opulent city in [urope. 

The trade and commerce of the metropolis are immense, 
and include nearly every description of home and foreign 
manufacture. So great are the facilities afforded by the 
performance of all operations on an catensive scale, and 
such is the spirit of competition existing among its indus- @ 
trious and enterprising inhabitants, that, whatever specula- 
tion in art, manufactures, or commerce, holds out a fair 
promise for the advantageous employment of capital or 
talent, is sure to be embarked in, and prosecuted with the 
most unremitting energy. 

Amongst the most noticeable of the many differences 
between Icuropean and wAmerican cities, none attract the 
attention of the Transatlantic visitor more gratefully than J : 
the system of Cabs. In London two styles of such public § 3 
vehicles only are known—the “ Flansom ” and the “ F’our- 
wheeler.” Of both kinds some five thousand keep moving 
through the streets or occupy the stands, which are very 
numerous. A table of fares is affixed to the inside of the 
cab, and a copy of thein, with other regulations, 1s generally 
placed in a prominent situation on the cab-stand. 

The Omnibus is also a great institution in Tondon, some 
1,500 traversing the streets in every direction. The fares 
are very moderate, and, like cabs, these vehicles are under 
the special supervision of the police.

The Metropolitan or Underground Railway is a great 
public convenience. 

Another public carrier is the River Steamer (which runs 
every few minutes) between the different piers and landing- 
stages on the Thames. 

Another great convenience is the Tramway, and which 
is greatly patronized by the working classes, 

Qo for routes and fares of all the various modes 
of conveyance, procure “ Tlerbert’s Metropolitan Jland- 
book ” for Railways, Tramways, Omnibuses, River Steam- 
boats, Cab Fares, &c., price is. 6d., published by fIlenry 
Herbert & Co., 2, Charterhouse Buildings, Aldersgate, EC. 

At the West Itnd, and suburhs generally, are to be 
found a number of Job Masters or Livery Stable Keepers, 
who furnish every description of vehicle at very fair prices. 

Among the conveniences of London should be men- 
tioned the Corps of Commissionares, composed of retired 
veterans, most of whom are decorated, and many minus a 
limb, who for a small gratuity will convey messages and 
fetch or carry letters, parcels, &c. They are to be seen 
nearly everywhere, and can casily be distinguished by 
their uniform. 

The Shoeblacks are an institution not to be overlooked.

ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL.—St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
|} from its great height and central position, may be con- 
| sidered the most commanding structure in London, and, as 
} a mighty architectural achievement, second only to its great 
| prototype, St. Peter’s, at Rome. The present building— 
} the third since the original Church was founded about 
A.D. 612, by Ethelbert, King of Kent— was commenced 
f in 1075, and completed in 1710, under one architect, 
sir Christopher Wren, one bishop, and one master 
mason. 
| st. Paul’s covers nearly the site of the old Cathedral, 
} and is 500 fect long, 286 wide, and from the floor to the 
f top of the cross, Joo fect in height. The interior is very 
imposing, and none the less so from wanting that super- 
| fluous ornamentation and gilding so common in Italian 
te churches. The pavement is formed of alternate slabs of 
black and white marble, and the walls are to a certain 
F extent adorned with monuments to illustrious men, includ- 
| ing John Howard (the philanthropist), Dr. Johnson, Lord 
Nelson, Captain Cook, Marquis Cornwallis, Sir /alph 
| «Abercrombie, and Sir John Moore. 
The Crypt, now used only as a place of interment, con- 
tains the ashes of Sir Christopher Wren, and those of his 
} son and granddaughter; Sir Joshua Reynolds; J. M. W. 
Turner (the great landscape painter); the altar-tombs of 
Robert Mylne (the architect of the first Blackfriars Bridge) ; 
and of John Rennie (who designed the present London 
Bridge). Within this solemn temple also are the graves 
of Wellington, eon Collingwood, and the great naval . 
hero, Nelson. 
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The great Bell and Clock are celebrated, and the former 
strikes the hour daily, but is only tolled on the death of a 
member of the Royal Family. It is 10 feet in diameter, 
and weighs 4} tons; the pendulum of the clock is 14 fect 
in length, with a mass of one hundredweight at its lower 
extremity. The Choir is divided from the body of the 
Church by the organ gallery, which rests on eight beautiful 
Corinthian pillars, and contains some rich wood carvings 
by Grrinling Gibbons. 
There is divine service three times daily: at eight in 
the morning, at a quarter before ten, and in the afternoon 
at a quarter past three or a quarter past four, according 
to the season of the year, l*rom January to April there is 
also a special Sunday service, at seven in the evening, 
under the great dome, when some of the most eminent 
preachers of the day may be heard. 
Admission to the body of the Church is free, but to. the 
other portions a charge is made, 


WESTMINSTER ABBEY. -— Westminster Abbey 
stands nearly opposite to the ]Iouses of Parliament, and 
is, beyond doubt, the most interesting among the many 
places of worship in the metropolis. It was founded about 
A.D. 616, by King Sebert, enlarged by King Idgar and 
Ik<dward the Confessor, and rebuilt by Henry the Third 
and l:dward the lirst. Sir Christopher Wren added the 
western towers. 
The pen cannot possibly do adequate justice to the 
glories of this most noble of buildings, whether we regard 
its magnificent Gothic architecture or its historical asso- 
ciations, awakening, as they do, memories of great events 
which have occurred within its walls, both in ancient and 
modern times. 
Here the Kings and Queens of England, (sin Edward 
the Confessor to Victoria, have been crowned, and many 
of them have found their last resting-place. Here several 
of England’s most eminent men have been interred, and 
the monuments scattered throughout this solemn retreat 
record the names of some of the most illustrious characters 
in different ages. 
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The appearance of the interior of the building is com- 
manding, of which a full view can at once be obtained at 
the western entrance. 

The most interesting part of the building is the southern 
transept, in a portion of which, appropriately called the 
Poet’s Corner, are the tombs or monuments of several of 
our greatest poets; including the graves of Chaucer (the 
Father of English poetry} and Spenser ; also the memorials | 
of Shakespeare, Milton, Dryden, Gay, Addison, and the 
great novelist, Charles Dickens. The most remarkable 
gravestones here are those of Samuel Johnson, Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, David Garrick and his wife, and Lord 
Macaulay. 

In the north transept are the ashes of those great 
statesmen, Pitt, Fox, Canning, and Castlereagh ; here also 
is the grave of Lord Palmerston. There are nine chapels: 
—St. Benedict’s Chapcl, St. kKdmund’s Chapel, St. Nicholas’ 
Chapel, Henry the Seventh’s Chapel, St. Paul’s Chapel, 
I<dward the Confessor’s Chapel, St. Erasmus’ Chapel, St. 
John the Baptist’s Chapel, and Abbot Islip’s Chapel, all 
associated with departed greatness. 

The Abbey is usually open to the public between the 
hours of 11 and 3, and also, during the summer months, 
from 4 to 6. Admission to the greater part is free; but 10 
the chapels, where most of the royal tombs are located and 
the services of a guide are required, an entrance fee of 
sixpence for each person is demanded. 

The services are full choral, and commence, on Sundays, 
10 a.m. and 3 p.m.; on week days, 7.45 and 10 a.m., and 
3 p.m.

THE TOWER OF LONDON is among the most 
notable of English historic buildings. It stands on the 
left bank of the Thames, and dates as far back as the 
time of Julius Caesar. The present structure is separated 
from the general mass of houses by Tower Hill, and is 
entered through the Lion’s Gate. Admission, Mondays 
and Saturdays, free; other days, one shilling. 

The first objects of interest are the Traitor’s Gate, 
opposite to which stand the Bloody Tower, and the Bell 
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Tower, containing the Governors’ lodgings. The other 
Towers are known as the White Tower (or Keep), the 
oldest of them all,

The Jewel House, which contains the magnificent dis- 
play of the Crown Jewels, and St. Peter’s Chapel, the 
resting-place of many distinguished and unfortunate 
dead, are among the most interesting curiosities of the 
Tower. 

The two murdered sons of Edward IV., their uncle 
Clarence, Anne Boleyn, Lady Jane Grey, and Sir Walter 
Raleigh, are but a few of those who have met their fate 
here more or less unjustly. 

Many curiosities were destroyed in 1841 by a fire which 
broke out in the Armoury, where a great many small arms 
had been stored ; but there still remains a remarkable col- 
lection of armour and trophies of various dates. 

Probably no building in the world has such a history 
as the Tower of London, the mere mention of its name 
recalling the most stirring events of former times, whether 
considered as a royal residence, or, as it afterwards became, 
a stale prison.

THE HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT are a magnifi- 
cent structure and monument of E Engiland’s wealth, occupy- 
ing the site of the former buildings, destroyed by fire in 
1834, and may be viewed to great advantage from the 
river, as shown in the illustration. This splendid pile 
coyers an area of 8 acres, and has 100 stairways, 1,100 
apartments, and 2 miles of corridors. 

The Facade is goo feet in length, of Gothic style; and 
it is decorated with the statues and shields of arms of our 
kings and queens, from the Conquest to the present date. 

The Chambers in which the debates are carried on can 
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be visited on Saturdays, by orders obtainable from the 
Lord Chamberlain, whose office is situated in the court 
next to Victoria Tower. To attend the debates in the 
House of Lords, it is necessary ‘to ‘be prepared with a 
peer’s order; and formerly a member's ticket admitted to 
the Ilouse of Commons during the sitting of Parliament ; 
now, however, a ballot for precedence takes place in the 
Hall among those waiting for admission. When law 
appeal cases are being heard in the House of Lords no 
orders are required, as it is an open court. 

The decorations of both chambers are exccedingly ela- 
borate and costly. The Victoria Tower, the most conspi- 
cuous erection in the metropolis, is 75 feet square, and 346 
fect high. The clock is celebrated as by far the largest 
and most accurate in the world. Its dials measure more 
than 22 feet across, and it strikes upon “Big Ben” (14 
tons), the heaviest bell in England. It telegraphs its own 
time twice a day to its makers, Messrs. E. Dent and Co., 
at 61, Strand, and can always be depended on to the 
second. 

The House, or more properly the Hall, of Peers is 97 
fect long, 45 feet wide, and 45 feet high; but it is so dark 
that much of the effect of its magnificent fittings and em- 
bellishments is quite lost. The hall of the Commons is 62 
feet in length, 45 feet in width, and 45 feet in height. It 
is somewhat plainer in its decorations, but is nevertheless 
a very beautiful room. 

The principal entrances are through Westminster Hall 
and Old Palace Yard, both leading into the Central Hall, 
to the right of which is the “ House of Lords,” and to the 
left the “House of. Commons.” 

By free tickets, obtainable at the Lord Chamberlain’s 
office, under the Victoria Tower, every Saturday from jo 
till 4. 


THE BRITISH MUSEUM.—The British Museum, 
standing on the site of the old building (formerly Montague 
House) in Great Russell Street, was built ‘between 1823-54, 
and is one of the most imposing structures of the kind in 
the world. Its origin dates from 1753, when Parliament 
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gave Sir Hans Sloane £20,000 for his entire collection of 
valuable curiosities and works of art. Since that time its 
precious treasures have continued to increase, by donations 
and purchases made by the trustees, including the Royal 
Library, the Cottonian MSS., the Egyptian antiquities by 
George the Third, and other gifts of valuable prints. The 
principal purchases consist of the Blacas collection, the 
Townley collection, the Elgin marbles, and Sir William 
llamilton’s collection. ‘To enable the visitor adequately to 
appreciate the various treasures within this “noble home 
of art treasures,” great assistance will be derived from an 
official catalogue, which can be bought in the building. 
The different departments are the Lycian Gallery, the 
Elgin Gallery, Egyptian Antiquities, the Vase and Etrus- 


; can Roonts, and the Bronzes. Then there is the private 
| room, containing medals, coins, gems, cameos, and similar 


treasures, the Lritish and Medizval Room, the Natural 
\listory Collection, and the Royal Library. Among the 
more recent additions of great interest is a large part of a 
huge frustrum of white marble, a portion of one of the 
remarkable columns in front of the Temple of Diana, at 
Ephesus, lodged in the British Museum in August, 1872 

Not the least interesting part of this great institution is 
the Reading Room, erected according to the general plan 
and suggestions of Sir Antonio Panizzi, the late chief 
librarian, at a cost of £150,000, Mr. Sydney Smirke being 
the architect. It was opened in 1857, and has accommo- 
dation for over 300 readers, who are admitted by introduc- 
tion. There are special reading-desks for ladies, who may, 
however, if they prefer, sit among the gentlemen. The 
height of this grand room is 140 feet. The British Museum 
contains about 900,000 volumes, treating upon every pos- 
sible subject. It will, therefore, be readily waderstood why 
so many students embrace the exceptional advantages 
afforded for research. At the corner of Museum Street 
and Oxtord Street is Mudie’s celebrated library: 

Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, fram May to August, 
from 10 to 6; March, April, September, and October, from 
10 to 5; November, December, January, and February, 
from 1o to 4, free. The Museum is closed for three weeks

THE NATIONAL GALLERY. (Trafaigar Sauiare), as 
an architectural biiildingrpossesses little taste in its design. 
It is situated, however, in one of the very best situations in 
London, and was founded in the year 1824. It is here that 
the great collection of pictures, purchased by, or given, or 
bequeathed to thé ‘nation, are exhibited. Formerly the 
annual exhibitions 6f the Royal Academy were held here, 
one-half of the building being devoted to that purpose. 

This Gallery ig rich in specimens of every school 
(excepting the Spanish), but, in consequeice of their being 
so numerous, it is quite impossible to mention even the 
most noted... A large number of pictures have been pre- 
sented and bequeathed to the institution since its founda- 
tion; whilst over £100,000 have been’ ‘expended in the 
‘purchase of works of art since that time. 


THE ROYAL ACADEMY.—The Exhibition of the 
above takes ' place annually, from May to July, at the new 
and splendid. buildings’ comprising Burlington House, 
Piccadilly ;, the pictures exhibited being always the latest 
works of living artists. Entrance fee, 1s. 

Attached tothis institution is a School of Art for the 
free instruction of students in the ‘art of painting. This is 
a private society, and is superintended: and controlled by 
the Queen. Any person of good character and sufficient 
capacity can, if approved on examination BY the Council, 
become a member of this school. 


THE NATIONAL PORTRAIT GALLERY is 
situated at South Kensington. s 

It was founded, in. 185 7, for the ‘pirpose: of wcollectin g 
portraits of celebrated persons, whether living or dead. 
There are about 200 portraits on View. 

This exhibition is open on Mondays, Tuesdays, and 

Saturdays, from 10 till 4, free; other days of the week, by 
payment of 6d. 
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THE ROYAL ALBERT HALL, in South Kensington, 
originated from the report of a commiittee appointed by 
Her Majesty the Queen, and, consisted ‘of the late-Earl of 
Derby, the late Earl of. Clarendon, the late Sir Charles 
Eastlake, and‘Mr. William Cubitt, to decide upon the form 
of a riational monument to the late Prince Consort. It is 
an immense building, in the form of a circus, and was 
opened in 1841. With the advantages of a spacious 
orchestra and a magnificent organ, concerts and oratorios 
on a large scale are given here. Adjacent are the gardens 
in connection with the Royal Horticultural Society, where 
splendid, flower shows take place during the season, and 
attract large gatherings of the e/ve of rank and fashion. On 
these occasions the best military bands in London attend. 

THE ALBERT MEMORIAL, situated in Kensington 
Gardens, and -opposite the Royal Albert Hall, is a re- 
markably elegant and richly-ornamented structure, from 


the design of Sir Gilbert Scott. Under the canopy isa | 
colossal figure of the Prince Consort, and the principal | 


groups of sculpture at the base are emblematical of Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and America. The minor groups represent 
Agriculture, Manufacture, Commerce, and Engineering. 
The height of the spire is 175 feet. 


THE ROYAL AQUARIUM AND SUMMER AND 
WINTER GARDEN.-—-The handsome building, of which 
we give an engraving, and which appeared in the ///us- 
trated Sporting and Dramatic News, stands on a very 
advantageous site facin g the Abbey Towers at Westminster. 
It is the-out-come of an idea entertained by Mr. W. W. 
Robertson as far back as 1873. In that year a company 
was formed for carrying out the enterprise. Of the 
plans - submitted, that of Mr. Bedhorough was the one 
selected for the purpose ; and ve: first stone’ ‘was jaid in 
February: of last year.” 

The site covers about two and a half acres of land, not 
far from that of the New Opera House, for which the sum 
of % 80,000 was given. The contract for. the work was 
giver, to Messrs. Lucas Brothers, who undertook it for the 
sum of £ 88,000. 
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‘The buildings, which, with the New Opera House, 
forms ‘a prominent.architectural’ feature in the neighbour- 
hood, includes, ih ’ diidttion to its collection of marine 
life, a conservatory suitable, according to the season, either 
for a Summer or Winter Garden; a spacious hall adapted 
either for concert or theatrical purposes ; a.fine art gallery ; 
reading rooms with restaurant, smoking rooms, &c., and 

‘the modern addition of a skating rink. 

The extreme length of the ‘building ds 600 feet; the 
“Front Hall” is 85 feet wide, and 140 feet deep. This 
elevation is richly decorated with sculptured festoons of 
fruits and flowers, and is surmounted in the centre by an 
ornamental segmental arch, flanked on each’ side by a 
tower. | ; 

The upper stage of the towers.is open, divided by red 
Aberdeen-granite columns. The angle-piers, the. capitals 
of the columns, the dressings and spandrils, are executed 
in Portland stone. There are two towers at the north-east 
and south-east angles. The roofs of the towers, in two 
stages, are covered with zinc tiles, with ornamental hips, 
and surmounted with vane rods. 

Above the ground ‘floor are large circular panels in 
Portland stone, enclosing massive sculptured figures of 
dolphins and mermaids, the panels being divided by stone 
pilasters, The elevation is surmounted by a bold cornice 
and balustrade, upon which vases fest. 

The huge reservoirs for the supply of salt water to the 
show and reserve tanks, ‘situated in the basement 20 fect 
below the ground floor, are nine in number, and occupy an 
aggregate length of 263 feet by a width of 53 feet, and are 
capable of holding over 800,000 gallons of water. The 
reservoirs are cylindrical i in form, and faced with asphalte. 

All the large tanks for fish on the north and south sides 
of the centre aventie have polished granite sills, and are 
lighted both from the top and back. The whole of the 
‘flooring is laid with encaustic tiles on concrete cement. 

The promenade or garden is about 400 feet long by 160 
wide. It is approached from the Tothill-street front by 
two bold entrances, surmounted by pediments ; in the centre 
are representations of Neptune and the sea-horse, above 
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which rises a

NEW NATIONAL OPERA HOUSE.—The New 
| National Opera House, Victoria Embankment, an en- 
graving of which we now give by the courtesy of the 
| Proprietors of the Graphzc, is from therdesign of Mr, F, H. 
| Fowler, 
4 The building, which will occupy an area considerably 
| larger than that ef the Royal Italian Opera, will be 
| completely isolated from neighbouring premises by a road- 
| way on either side, giving direct access to Charing Cross 
! on the one side and to Parliament Street on the other. 

The building itself will bé above 200 feet square, and 
will contain a grand saloon of 120 feet long, on a level 
| with the grand tier. The stalls are to be very spacious, 
| and every private box is to have a commodious ante-room. 
, Particular care is to be paid to the ventilation of the New 
| House, as well as to the means of approach and exit. 
| The plans include a grand carriaye drive down the 
} centre, and on each side, so that persons will leave the 
| building and find their carriages without the usual delay. 

Mr. Maplesonproposes, as one feature of the manage- 
ment of his New House, to introduce the works of English 
| composers supported by native artistes; an enterprise 

which, no doubt, will obtain the success if so well merits.

Soutn Kensincton Musrum is a Museum of Art, and 
of Manufactures connected with the Arts. Jt is built 
upon an estate purchased with the surplus funds of the 
Exhibition of 1851, and since its origin has become one of 
the largest and most important museums in the world. Its 
collections of modern and medizval art, comprising 
paintings, sculptures, jewels, carving, ‘goldsmiths’ work, 
armour, porcelain, tapestries, &c.,.are highly interesting. 
It contains a vefy valuable collection of pictures, presented 
to the nation by Mr. Vernon, Mr. Sheepshanks, and others. 
The celebrated Cartoons of Raphael, formerly at Hlampton 
Court Palace, are now exhibited here. The Government 
Department of Science and Art occupies one portion of the 
building, the other being devoted to the Museum.~—Ad- 
mission is free on Mondays, Tuesdays, and Saturdays ; but 
on the. students’ days, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and 
Fridays, 6d. is charged.

The roof of the 
Middle Temple Hall is considered a marvellous piece of 
architecture, and is worthy of inspection. 

GRAY’s INN is an Inn of Court, with Staple Inn and 

sarnard’s Inns, two Inns of Chancery, attached. The 
Ifall of this Inn was erected in 1560, and the gardens laid 
out about the year 1600. Lord Burghley and Lord Bacon 
resided within this Inn, as did also Bradshaw, who took 
an active part in the trial of Charles J. 

LINCOLN’S INN, also an Inn of Court, has likewise two 
Inns of Chancery attached, Furnival’s Inn and Thavies 
Inn. The new Elalland Library were built in 1845. The 
former has a roof of carved oak. The Chapel, designed 
by Inigo Jones, was built in 1623, and the minister 1s 
selected by the Benchers from the most eminent divines of 
the [established Church. These Inns of Court are large 
establishments, containing apartments for the residence of 
law students, who, after undergoing examination and 
residing for a certain time within the Inn, are duly qualified 
to be called to the Bar. As a rule the public can gain 
cdmission to all the Law Courts on the days and hvuurs 
When they are sitting. 

THe NEW LAW Courts now being erected on the north 
side of Ikast Strand, will comprise, in one immense build- 
ny, all the various Courts, now so scattered, and will 
supply a want long felt by the profession and public genc- 
rally, as well as form an important contribution to the 
modern architecture of the metropolis, of which an illus- 
tration is given. The present Courts are so inconvenicnt 
in every way as to render the proper transaction of busi- 
ness al] but impracticable. This change for the better will 
be hailed as a great public good.

PRISONS. 
» NEWGATE PRISON (Old Bailey).—This building, which 
is under the control of the Corporation of London, has 
lone been ranked as the first metropolitan prison, and 
as such the first in Iengland. It was finished in 1783. 
William Penn, Vitus Oates, Defoe, Dr. Dodd, and Jack 
Sheppard were contined here. Admission may be obtained 
on application to the Secretary for the Ilome Department, 
or the ord Mayor and Sheriffs. 

TIORSEMONGER LANE GAOL was completed and opened 
for the reception of Prisoners in 1798. It is in Southwark, 
and belongs to Surrey. In this building Leigh Hunt was 
imprisoned two years for libel. 

MILLBANK PRISON is situated close to Vauxhall 
Bridge, on the Middlesex side of the Thames. This 
establishment is under the superintendence of a Committee 
appointed by the Seerctary of State. It was constructed 
chiefly for the reformation of convicts, who are kept at 
work in various manufactures, for which they reccive 
payment, under certain regulations. [his building was 
erected at a cost of £ 5v0,000.

ROYAL BUILDINGS AND RESIDENCES. 


BUCKINGHAM PALACE is the town residence of 
Her Majesty. It was commenced by George TV., partially 
finished by William IV., and occupied for the first time by 
Queen Victoria. 

Krom here the royal processions on all occasions start. 

The interior is magnificently decorated, and contains a 
collection of very fine pictures, the works of Rembrandt, 
f Rubens, and other great masters. The principal State 
apartments are the Green Drawing Room, the Throne 
Room, the Picture Gallery, the Grand Saloon, the Yellow 
Drawing Room, and the State Dining Room, Court 
Balls, Drawing Rooms, and Concerts are given at Buck- 
ingham Palace, 

During the absence of the Court a special order can be 
obtained from the Lord Chamberlain, at St. James's Palace, 
for admission to view the State apartments. 

The gardens attached to the Palace are charming, and 
contain a pavilion designed by the Jate Prince Consort. 

The Royal Stables or mews are just in the rear of the 
building, and well worth a visit, which can be accomplished 
by obtaining an order from the Master of the Horse. 

THE PALACE or St. JAMES’S, which has been before 
mentioned in connection with the levees and drawing- 
rooms held in its state apartments by the Quecn or Prince 
and Princess of Wales, is an unsightly building, facing 
St. James’s Street. From the time of the burning of the 
Palace of Whitehall to the occupation of Buckingham 
Palace by Her Majesty, it was always the official residence 
of royalty. It is decorated in a very superior style, and 
has suites of large apartments fitted for official receptions, 
&c. It still gives title to the “ Court of St. James’s.” 
Guard-mounting takes place in the Quadrangle every 
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morning at a quarter to 11 o’clock, when the fine bands of 
the Household Brigade may be heard to great advantage. 

On the other side of the road, leading to St. James's 

Park, stands 

MARLBOROUGH HOUSE, now the residence of the 
Prince of. Wales.’ This building was constructed for John 
Churchill, the great Duke of Marlborough, and was sub- 
sequently occupied’ by Prince Leopold, the late King of 
the Belgians, and Queen Adelaide, widow of William IV., 
and was afterwards used as an exhibition for the Vernon 
and Turner Galleries. Though unostentatious in outward 
appearances, it has been most elegantly fitted up age its 
present royal occupants, , 

CLARENCE HOUSE, St. James's, the residence of the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

KENSINGTON PALACE is situated on the west side of 
Kensington Gardens, and was the residence of the Duke 
and Duchess of Kent, and birthplace of Her Majesty; 
who, however, has never occupied it since her accession to 
the throne, It is a building of no other peculiar interest, 
and is now occupied by H.R.H. the Duchess of Teck and 

_ her husband. 
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MANSIONS OF THE NOBILITY. 


LAMBETH PALACE, the official residence of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, is ‘situated at the foot of Lambeth 
Bridge. The Chapel, erected in the 12th century, and the 
Lollard’s Tower, are interesting historical relics. The 
former, in which their Graces are consecrated, is 600 years 
old, the latter being about goo. The Palace contains a 
library of 20,000 volumes, among which are many valuable 
MSS. 

APSLEY HOUSE. —This building, originally built by 
Lord Chancellor Apsley, is situated at Hyde Park Corner. 
It has of late years been considerably enlarged and faced 
with stone. It is famous as the residence of the late Duke 
of Wellington. The Banquet Hall, where the Waterloo. 
banquets were held, faces Hyde Park, and contains some 
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of. ‘wa. ae  pidhions in’ escaall _ Among them are to 
be. found: specimens of Correggio, Teniers, Spagnole'ti, 
Velasquez, and many: others of equal fame.. Nextto Apsley 
House isthe few residence of Baron I ionel de Rothschild, 
which also contains some fine pictures. . 


(STAFEGRD Hous, in: the occupation - of the Duke of 
oes Was: originally built for the Duke of York, son 
of Geotge HI, and ranks among the most-splendid of the 
residences of the nobility. - It is situated between the Green 
Park and-St. James's Park, and was built at a cost of a 
quarter of a million sterling. ‘The dining-room and picture- 
gallery ate unequalled, the latter containing specimens of 
Raphael; Guido, Murillo, Titian, Rubens, Velasquez, the 
Poussins,.Van Dyck; Albert Durer, Watteau, Teniers, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, Wilkie, Lawrence, Delaro che, Winter- 
halter, Landseer, and many others. 


BRIDGEWATER Housz, the. residence of the Earl of 
Eliesmere, contains also a choice collection of pictures, 
comprising upwards. of' three hundred specimens. of the 
first masters of almost eyery school. Among these may 
be mentioned ‘the works of Dal Piombo, Tintoretto, the 
two Caraccis, Domenichino, Salvator Rosa, Claude, Rem- 
brandt, Vandervelde, &c., &c. This gallery ia said to be 
worth over a quarter of a million sterling. The, days of 
admission are Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays.

GEOLOGICAL Society (Burlington House) 
was established in, 1807, for the purpose of inducing 
geologists. to adopt one nomenclature ; of facilitating the’ 
communication of new facts; and of contributing to the 
advancement of geological science, more particularly as 
connected with the investigation of the mineral structure 
of the earth. 


THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF Puysicians (Pall Mall 
East) was established in 1523. The College buildings are 
designed in a tasteful and ornamental style, and contain 
a small theatre, a library, reading room, &c. 

THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF SURGEONS, a block of 
buildings designed by Dance, is situated in Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields. The exterior is handsome and classical, with an 
Ionic portico; and in the interior are -board and council 
rooms, libraries, theatres, &c., and a spacious museum, 
containing John Hunter’s invaluable and celebrated pre- 
parations. Diplomas are granted from this Institution to 
practising surgeons, after a searching examination by a 
committee composed of the senior members of the Society. 
The Museum is open to visitors two days in every week, 
a member’s introduction being necessary. 

THE -INCORPORATED Law Society (Chancery Lane), 
formed in 1823, for the purpose of providing a hall for the 
use of members of the legal profession, together with a 
library and lecture-rooms, &c., obtained a Royal Charter 
in 1831, and th... "present building \ was opened saorily 
afterwards. © ! 

THE Lonpon - INSTITUTION (Finsbury Circus). —This

a number of bankers and merchants in the City, for the 
purpose of providing a libraty to contain works of intrinsic 
value, lectures for the diffusion of useful knowledge, and 
a reading room for the daily papers, periodicals, &c. 

THE PHARMACEUTICAL’ SOCIETY (17, Bloomsbury 
Square) grants diplomas to apothecaries and chemists 
after examination. There are a laboratory, excellent 
museum, and library here. The Society’s meetings are 
held twice a month, and frequent lectures are delivered. 

THE SocIETY OF ARTS was established in 1754, and. 
carries on its proceedings at a spacious house in John 
Street, Adelphi. The chief object of this Society is to 
promote the arts, manufactures, and commerce of the 
kingdom, by giving honorary or pecuniary rewards for the 
communication to the Society, and through it to the 
public, of all such useful inventions, improvements, and 
discoveries as tend to that end. 

THE RoyaL ZOOLOGICAL Society (Hanover Square) 
was instituted, in 1825-6, for the advancement of zoology, 
and the introduction and exhibition of subjects of the 
animal kingdom, alive or in a state of preservation. The § 
menagerie and gardens of this Society: occupy 3c acres 
of land in Regent’s Park, forming one of the most 
attractive exhibitions in London, and contain the finest 
zoological collection in the world. 

THe Royat Botanic Society was founded, in 1836, 
for the promotion and diffusion of botanical science. The | 
gardens of this Society, in the inner circle of Regent’s 
Park, are beautifully laid out, and during “the Season” 
prove very attractive—flower-shows and promenades being | 
frequently held. They cover 18 acres yt ground, and § 
contain a large conservatory. :

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BANK OF ENGLAND, ROYAL EXCHANGE, AND LIVERPOOL AND LONDON AND GLOBE INSURANCE BUILDINGS, 
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GOVERNMENT. & OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 


‘THE BANK OF ENGLAND is a heavy but magni- 
| ficent mass of architecture, fronting Threadneedle Street, 
| and subtending Lothbury, Bartholomew Lane, and Princes 
B Street. The principal front, as seen from the corner of 
| Cornhill, consists of a long line of wall, ornamented with 
i handsome fluted pillars, cornices, &c., but the windows are 
f blank, and deaden the general’ aspect of the building. 
§ There is much better architectural taste displayed in the 
* interior than the exterior. This Bank was established by 
f Actof Parliament in:1693, and founded by a Scotchman 
% named Paterson. The present building, covering an area 
F of four acres, is situated in the heart of the City. An order 
must be obtained from one of the governors or directors to 
view the interior of the building. The public rooms, hall, 

and rotunda are free to the pubic any day, except holidays, 
from 9g till 3. 


: THE ROYAL MINT is a handsome Grecian structure on 
“ Tower Hill, and in it all the gold and silver coinage of the 
; kingdom is assayed and struck. The front is adorned with 
columns and pilasters, and consists of three storeys, having 
a'centre and wings; the centre being surmounted by a 
- pediment, the remainder by a balustrade. The architect 
| was Sir Robert Smirke. The building is under the direc- 
} tion of a-master, now Chancellor of ‘the Exchequer, and 
— deputy master; the former position having once been held 
& by Sir Isaac Newton. Application for admission must be 
F made to the master in writing, giving the name and

& be admitted. 

THE GENERAL POST OFFICE stands in St. 
| Martin’s-le-Grand, at the corner of Cheapside, on the site 

formerly occupied by the College of St. Martin’s-le-Grand. 

It is a brick building, faced with Portland stone, but with 
granite basement, 400 feet in length, and 80 feet in depth, 
® and was built; in 1829, after the Ionic order, from the 
B designs of Sir Robert Smirke. 
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This establishment is the central post office of the 
kingdom, and on week-days presents a scene of most 
extraordinary bustle and commotion at about six o'clock, 
when letters for the evening mails are being posted. In 
this way some idea can be formed of the enormous mass of 
correspondence which emanates from the great metropolis 
daily to all parts of the world. 

The revenue derived from this branch of the public 
service, since the introduction of the penny postal system, 
greatly exceeds a million and a half sterling per annum. 

It will be interesting to know that, under the old 
system, the greatest number of letters ever known to pass 

through the General Post Office in one day was on July 
1gth, 1839—viz., 90,000, and under the new system the 
maximum reached 630,000 in one day, in August, 1853. 

Vast as is the structure, it has been found inadequate to 
the postal wants of Great Britain, and another building of 
similar magnitude, of which an illustration is given, has 
been erected on the opposite side of the street, and 
presents a striking architectural feature in this part of | 
the City. 

I*ew persons, unless they look into the annual report of 
the Postmaster-General, have an idea to what enormous 
dimensions the work of the post office has grown of late 
years, and we therefore give a few facts extracted from the 
official report for the year 1874. 

There are in the United Kingdom nearly 13,000 post 
offices, besides 9,700 road receptacles, makiry a total of 
22,700 places at which letters can be posted. 

In England and Wales there were 804 millions of letters 
sent in 1874; 06 millions of post cards, and 207 millions 
of newspapers and book parcels. The number of 
registered letters during the same ycars was 4 millions. 

The telegraph business, which now forms so important 
an addition to the work of the post office, has also increased 
with astonishing strides, the number of messages, ex- 
clusive of newspaper telegrams, amounting, in 1874, to 19 
millions:

largely, and there are now about 5,000 offices opened in the 
United Kingdom for this business. 

The number of depositors is put down at over one-and- 
a-half millions; whilst their deposits amount in the 
aggregate to the enormous sum of over £ 23,000,000. 

The financial result of the year’s work may be gathcred 
from the following items :~ 

Irom postage and money orders the gross revenue 
amounted to £5,6051,000, whilst the expenditure was 


mM £3,915,000. Thechicfitems of expenditure were £ 1,874,000 


for salaries, wages &c; and £1,723,000 for carriage, in- 
cluding that of the mail packets, railways, coaches, &Xc. 
The net revenue was £1,736,000, showing an increase of 
about ro per cent over that for 1873. 

rom telegraphs the gross revenue was £ 1,160,000, and 
the expenditure £ 1,051,000, leaving a balance of £ 109,000 
to be applied to the payment of the interest on the amount 
raised for the purchase of the telegraphs by the State. 

The total net profit made by the Savings’ Bank Depart- 
ment was £119,000, which, added to the profit of previous 
years, leaves the department a total net profit of £829,000. 

THE CuSTOM HOUSE, situate in Lower Thames Street, 
and fronting the river, was founded in 1813, and first 
opened for public business in 1817. The principal apart- 
ment, called the Long Room, is 190 feet long by 66 feet 
wide. Nearly half of the receipts of the customs are taken 
here; and 2,200 persons are employed in the building. It 
is conducted by a Board of Commissioners, who are vnder 
the control of the Treasury. 


Tirz RoyaL EXCHANGE was erected on the north side 
of Cornhill, facing the Bank, in 1668, at a cost of £80,000, 
on the site of a former Exchange, built by Sir Thomas 
Gresham, and burnt in the great fire. On the roth January, 
1839, this edifice was itself destroyed by firé, and the 
foundation-stonc of the present building, which was opened 
by the Queen, was laid by the late Prince Consort 
two years before. It contains a number of statues of dis- 
tinguished merchants, and has a clock, considered one of 
the best in London, by Messrs. E. Dent and Co., makers of 
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LONDON. 


the celebrated Westminster clock (sce page 42). “High 
Change” generally takes place from half-past three to 
half-past four; the two principal market days being 
Tuesday and Friday. Lloyd’s Subscription Rooms for 
Marine Insurance business form a considerable portion of 
the Royal Exchange. In the rear of the structure is a fine 
statue of George Peabody, the great American Pinan: 
thropist. 


GUILDHALL is an irregular edifice at the north end of 
King Street, Cheapside. It was first erected in 1641, but 
partly rebuilt in 1699, after being much injured by fire. 
The ‘hall is 153 feet in length, 48 in breadth, and 53 in 
height. The other portions of this building are occupied 
by the library, the muscum, and rooms for various law 
courts, which contain some valuable paintings and statuary. 
—Admission free. 


THE MANSION HousEe.—The Mansion House, a massive 
looking edifice, stands at the end of the Poultry, and is the 
official residence of the Lord Mayor of London. The 
foundation stone was laid in 1739 by Lord Mayor Perry, 
but the structure was not completed until 1753, during the 


,mayoralty of Sir Crisp Gascoigne. It is splendidly fur- 


nished, and supplied with costly plate and jewelled orna- 
ments to the value of about £20,000 or £30,000. State 
banquets and other civic hospitalities are dispensed here 
on a scale of sumptuous magnificence, and the traditional 
splendour of these entertainments has been fully main- 
tained by each successive mayoralty up to the present day. 
The grand banquet-room is called the Egyptian Hall. 
Within the building are several fine statues by some of our 
most eminent sculptors. — Admission by order and a 
small fee.

Ti MARKETS of London are not, as a rule, celebrated 
for their architectural design, however extensive their 
dimensions may be. Many improvements, in this respect,

market has been arranged after the same method as that 
employed with so much success in the sister building 
adjoining. Beneath the whole is a lofty well-lighted range 
of vaults, lighted from above by means of thick glass discs 
let into the pavement of the avenues. 

Some_of these vaults are connected with the shops 
above; others have separate entrances, and are Ict to 
provision dealers. 

The exterior is red brick and Portland stone, having 
towers at the four corners. The cast and west entrances 
are decorated with the city arms in stone work ; whilst the 
north and south entrances exhibit those of the two Guilds 
of Poulterers and Butchers. 

BILLINGSGATE, the fish market, lies on the north bank 
of the Thames, a little below London Bridge. This is the 
great receptacle for all fish sent to London, and consigned 
to salesmen, who distribute it, not only to the various 
shops of London, but of England generally. 

LEADENHALL MARKET is in Leadenhall and Grace- 
church Streets, and chiefly a depot for meat and poultry 
received from the provinces. 

COVENT GARDEN MARKET, the greatest vegetable and 


fruit market in the metropolis, is situated to the north o1 


the Strand, with which it is connected by Southampton 
Street. It was re-built in, 1829-30, and is a handsome 
building of quadrangular form. ‘Lhe market days are 
‘Tuesdays, Vhursdays, and Saturdays.

PARKS AND GARDENS. 


ST. JAMES’S PARK is the most ancient of these open 
grounds, with St. James’s Palace and Marlborough Jouse 
on its northern boundary. Buckingham Palace at its 
western extremity, and many celebrated public buildings 
on its borders. It is about a mile and a half in circum- . 
ference, with numerous walks, forming delightfully shady 
avenues. It comprises 58 acres. The southern avenue

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tion “ Birdcage Walk.” 

THE GREEN PARK, a triangular area of 60 acres extent, 
is bounded on the north-west by Piccadilly, on the east by 
Queen’s Walk, and on the south-west by the road called 
Constitution Ifill, connecting St, James’s Park with Hyde 
Park Corner. The whole of the Green Park is surrounded 
| by iron railings, and is interesting from the varied levels 
of its verdant surface, and from the beautiful prospect of 
Buckingham Palace, St. James’s Park, and the Houses of 
Parliament. At its extreme end, facing Hyde Park, is the 
| equestrian statue of the late Duke of Wellington, on the 
triumphal arch erected by George IV. 


HYDE PARK is bounded on the north by the Uxbridge 
Road, on the east by Park Lane, on the south by Knights- 
} bridge, and on the west by Kensington Gardens. It is an 
extensive piece of ground, containing nearly 400 acres, 
part of which is considerably elevated. The long sheet 
of water called the Serpentine greatly enriches the scenery 
of the Park, which is intersected by noble roads, and lawns 
with luxuriant trees, planted singly and in groups, and 
presenting beautiful examples of diversified prospects. 
The great road through the park leading to Kensington, 
| called Rotten Row, is a fashionable resort of equestrians. 
| The Great Exhibition of 1851 stood on the south side of 
the Park, on the site of which the Memorial to the late 
Prince Consort is now erected. . 

KENSINGTON GARDENS adjoin Hyde Park at its 
western extremity, and contain about 250 acres. Hlere is 
situated Kensington Palace, surrounded by its charming 
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LONDON, 


gardens, and shaded by its fine old trees. These Gardens 
once formed part of the Park, but were cut off from the 
main plot by Queen Caroline, who enclosed them nearly 
as they stand at present. 


REGENT’S PARK is separated from Hyde Park hy the 
numerous streets and squares intervening between Oxford 
Street and Marylebone New Road. It consists of a circular 
enclosure of about 4oo acres, beautifully laid out, and 
enriched in the centre with a lake, plantations, shrub- 
beries, and beautiful villas. The grounds of the Zoological, 
Botanical, and Toxopholite Societies are situated here. 
The extensive ranges of buildings surrounding the park, 
forming splendid terraces, variously designated, and all 
decorated with sculpture in agreement with their respec- 
tive orders of architecture, produce an effect of beauty 
and grandeur rarely witnessed. The Regent’s Park is 
surrounded on the north-west, north, and north-east by 
the Regent’s Canal, across which there are bridges at 
several of the entrances. St. Dunstan’s Villa, at the 
head of the lake, was built for the late Marquis of 
Hertford. 


PRIMROSE HILL, in the vicinity, is a large open space, 
from which a beautiful view of the metropolis can he 
obtained on a clear day. The summit is the highest point 
in London. 


VICTORIA PARK has been laid out and opened to the 
public during her present Majesty’s reign, after whom it 
has been named. It comprises about 270 acres, and 
contains a public fountain, presented by the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. The park is well planned, and-there is a 
fine shect of water for pleasure boats, which are always at 
hand. 


BATTERSEA PARK contains 199 acres, and is situated 
on the south bank of the Thames, opposite Chelsea. It is 
laid out very tastefully, and has a large ornamental sheet 
of water, and is celebrated as being the only park in 
London situated immediately on the river-side. An iron 
suspension bridge across the river gives access to the park 
from the Middlesex side.

I‘INSBURY PARK contains 120 acres, in the Hornsey 
District, is of very recent date, and pleasantly situated. 

IXKENNINGTON PARK is of limited extent, but very pretty 
and convenient for the residents of the neighbourhood, 
which is very populous. 

GREENWICH PARK, near the great Iospital at Green- 
wich, contains about 200 acres. Qn the hill stands the 
famous Observatory, from which a fine view of London 
and the surrounding country is obtained. 

RICHMOND PARK is Crown property. It is eight miles 
in circumference, and its area comprises 2,200 acres. 
Pembroke Lodge, the seat of Earl Russell, stands in this 
park. 

Krw GARDENS.—The extent of these grounds, which 
are divided into the “ Botanic Gardens” and ‘ Pleasure 
Ground,” is over 300 acres. The greatest attraction of 
the former is the huge Palm House, over 60 feet in height, 
and filled with the most valuable exotics. A new “Tem- 
perate House,’ of large dimensions, has lately been 
erected. Almost every known plant is to be found here, 
and the collections contain the rarest possible specimens. 
There is a fine Botanical Muscun, filled with vegetable 
products useful in the arts and manufactures. The visitors 
to these beautiful gardens number half a million annually. 
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CRICKET GROUNDS, &c. 


LORD’S CRICKET GROUND (St. John’s Wood Road) is 
well worth a visit, some of the best cricket matches taking 
place here during the cricketing season. 

There is also a very fine cricket ground on the south 
side of the river at Kennington, called “ The Oval,’ where 
some very fine play is to be witnessed.

THE. SUBURBS. 


IYAVING visited the principal buildings and other places 
of interest in this great metropolis, the stranger will 
naturally make inquiry as to what is to be seen in the 
vicinity. We will proceed, therefore, as far as space 
permits, to give a short account of the principal and most 
interesting objects near London, commencing with 


THE ALEXANDRA PALACE.—The Alexandra 
Palace, of which we give two page illustrations, was opened 
to the public on the first of May of last year; and is the 
second building of its name, the first having been burnt 
down in 1873, after a short but brilliant existence of 
fourteen days. 

The present building occupies the same site as the 
former one; but differs in many important points in its 
internal arrangement, not the least being the methods 
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devised in the present structure, by means of parting walls 
and a plentiful supply of water, to avert such a calamity as 
fire being again its destruction. 

The present palace was crected by ‘Messrs. T.ucas 
Brothers from the designs of Mr. J. Johnson. 

As in the former building, the great hall forms a central 
transept, but in place of the dome it has a semicircular 
roof, supported on four rows of columns, thus leaving a 
clear space of 385 ft. long by 184 ft. wide. The central 


span is 85 ft., and is lighted by two broad belts of glass : 
running the entire length of the roof, and by coloured § 
circular windows at the gables. This vast hall is capable | 


of seating 12,000 visitors and an orchestra of 2,000; whilst 
its acoustic properties are excellent, as those who have 
heard the great organ here will admit. 

Down each side of this central hall are arranged statues 
of the Kings and Queens of England, executed by Messrs, 
Farmer and Brindley, and coloured from the most authentic 
historical sources. [ast and west of the hall are two courts 
213 ft. long by 140 ft. wide, one of which is devoted to the 
exhibition department, the other forming an open Italian 
garden. On each side run corridors for the exhibition of 
pictures, sculpture, and other works of art or utility. 
Beyond the courts are two conservatories surmounted by 
glass domes, in which will be found a very tasteful arrange- 
ment of graceful plants, flowers, and statuary. The large 
concert room, capable of holding 3,500 persons, is situated 
at the north west side of the, building, whilst in a corre- 
sponding position on the north east side is a complete 
theatre, capable of accommodating 3,000 persons. Here 
representations of popular pieces are given from time to 
time by some ofthe leading theatrical companies of the day. 
The south front is, with the exception of a space devoted 
to a reading room, devoted to the refreshment department, 
‘which is entrusted to the Messrs. Bertram and Roberts. 
The apartments set apart for this purpose include, on the 
upper floor, a grand dining hall, 200 ft. long by 55 ft. wide; 
suite of private dining rooms of all sizes; and, on the 
ground floor, commodious bars for the supply of the 
lighter refreshments. For very large gatherings a banquet- 
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LONDON. 


ing hall] has been erected in the Park, capable of accom- 
modating some 1,500 persons, in the old English style of 
architecture with open timber roof. 

Standing on one of the most commanding elevations in 
the North ot London, the views to be obtained from the 
terraces surrounding the palace are unrivalled either tn 
point of extent or beauty; the well-wooded estates, 
which form so prominent a feature of the northern suburbs, 
adding very materially to the general effect. In the park 
great care has been taken to preserve the thoroughly 
park-like appearance, for which the diversified character 
of the ground, as well as its large extent, gives ample 
scope. 7 

Within the park is a race course of rather over a mile 
in length, and a trotting ring, on which numerous races 
and matches take place during the season. 

A cricket ground of ten acres gives the lovers of that 
game many chances of seeing some good play. A gymna- 
sium, archery ground, and the boating and canoeing on the 
lake alsg invite the attention of the visitor. The open air 
swimming bath is another important item in the attractions, 
and, frum the fact of its being the only one in the neigh- 
bourhood, will no doubt attract considerable attention 
during the summer months. 

Access to the Alexandra Palace may be had from King’s 
Cross and all Great Northern Stations; from Broad Street 
and all North London Stations; from Bishopsgate and all 
Metropolitan and District Stations; from Victoria and 
Ludgate, and all London Chatham and Dover Stations. 
I‘requent trains run direct into the High Level Palace 
Station. Aduiission to the Palace, ts. 


THE CRYSTAL PALACE AT SYDENHAM con- 
structed from the materials, and according to the plan, of 
the Great Exhibition of 1851. This gigantic building 
stands on a lofty eminence, commanding a most extensive 
view of the City of London and the surrounding country. 
The park and gardens comprise an area of about 200 acres, 
beautifully laid out and kept up at immense cost. The 
fountains, which play on féte days, are the finest in the 
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world, and, deservelly, among the chief attractions of the 
place. 

The building is divided into courts, showing the various 
stages of architecture from the earliest to modern times. 
They are the Egyptian, Assyrian, Greek, Roman, Alham- 
bra, Byzantine, Mediaval, Renaissance, Pompeian, Italian, 
and Modern Sculpture. There are also other courts dis- 
tributed in the galleries and transepts of the palace, where 
are displayed specimens of every branch of manufacturing 
industry. 

The picture gallery, which contains a good collection 
of modern oil-paintings and water-colour drawings, is also 
of great interest. 


Ikntertainments are provided here almost daily (the 
particulars of which are advertised in all che newspapers), 
including operas, concerts, burlesques, and other theatrical 


performances; archery meetings, cricket matches, rifle § 


vatherings, and displays of fireworks. 

Access to th? Palace can be had in 20 minutes from 
london Bridge, and from Victoria, Kensington, and other 
“tations on the Brighton and South Coast Railway; and 
from Ludgate Hill, Blackfriars, Victoria, and other stations 
on the Chatham and Dover line.
